The following’ translatious wero ially 
made for the “North China Daily ews.” 
They are of two!D vorees dated September Ist. 
and 2nd :- -(1) In obedience to tho inatructiongs 
of her Lmperial Mojosty the Empress Dowager 
tho Emp#ror issues ‘the following decree : --Ever 
since our Imperial House bogan to rule this 
Empire we have ever bad the bast interests of 


-the people in our bearts and havo alays takon 


np snything that, at the time soums odvan- 
tagrons to our subjects, At tho present day we 
hold rplationy with the various nations of tho 
earth and Joarn that there is nmongat them u 
mutual interdependence on snd with each other 
and this leads ua to consider our own porition 
which seoms pressing and fraught with danger, 
unless we sack for wie and experionoed men to 
asaiut ux in the Government of the Empire. 
For thie reason we soul & special mission 
of high officinis to visit. various parts of 
world to enyuire into the system of 
Government in then. Our High Commis- 
sioners, Duke ‘Ceai Teh and bis colléagues, 
have now returned from their travels, and in 
all their reporte to us they ore unanimour in 
tho declaration that the main cause of the back- 
ward condition of this Empire is dus to the 
lnck of confideace between the highest and tawest, 
betweon the Throne and Ministors and the 
masses, {ndeed oficinls know oot how to 
protect the people. whilxt, on the other hand it 
follows that the people are ignorant. of how to 
safety of their country, Forsign 
countries really became wealthy aud porwerful 
by granting a Constitution fo. the masses and 
allowingy nbiversal suttrage to all.” Hence 
soverelirn and people are interlaced ‘us to their 
éommon. interests and what affects the one 
will sorely also affect the other, The poople 
of forcign countries elect thoir elders to rule 
over them, The power of wach is cloarly 
dotined, the methods of obtaining funds, for 
Goverument expenses properly regulated, 
Prorything is controtled under s ‘prope: system 
pnd aims at tho welfare of the masses. As for 
ourselres it is necosery at present to make 
careful investigation into the nmoatter and prepare 
ourselves to imitate this Government by cons- 
titution in which the sypreme control must be 
in the hands of the ‘Throne, while ihe interests 
‘of the mngses khall be piven to the elect, udl- 
by the auffrages of the 
marscs, Tbie, it ia to be hoped, will bo 
thy moany of strengthening — the foundations 
of an everluating Hmyire. But at this timo 
of the day no method ‘of procedure bas as 
yet boon drawn up, whilst the understanding of 
limited. Any impetnosity 
shown in iatreducing these reforms will at the 
end be so much labour lost, How can we thon 
face our subjects under such circumstances and 
how regain their contidence and faith in us? 
Lt is incumbent upon us uso begiuning, thore- 
fore, to reform the offidial syslom, next to revise 
carefully the law in theic most minute details, 
promote and cupourage universal Education, 
regulate the finunces and sonrees of. revenues, 
reorganize the army end establish a strong 
gendarmerie throughout the Empire. ‘The 
gentry and prople will then unde rstund the kind 
of Governmont oeoded for the country aud be 
prepared to start the foundations of a Cons- 


tifutional Government, whilst the officials, bigh: 
land low, in Peking’ 


and elsewhere, will use 
their best endeavours to bring oar destres to 
a triumphant completions Tn a few years’ time, 
when it be found that thore isa rough outline 
of what iy needed, then will the time come for 
appointing a dey for the inauguration de facta 
of a Constitutional Government. Tho whole 
Empire will then: be notified of tho fact. Wa 
would therefore arnestly exhort our Viceroys 
and Governors of provinces toiseue proclamations 
to their people, to show an enthusiartic desire 
for educution, to be loyal snd, patriotic, to 
nacrifice for the good of all, and to refrain from 
destroying a grand structure through petty 
strife wud private quarrels, Let. all observe law 
and order and prepare themselves to enjoy the 
solid ndvanlages: of a Constitutional Govern- 
ment. This is our sincore hope and desire, 
Let this be made known to the whole Fim pire.
